House Foreign Affairs commit­ 
tee, which has listened for two 
week s to the neutrality views of 
doctors, lawyers, soldiers and fel­ 
low legislators, will seek the ad­ 
vice soon of four presidential ad­ 
visers. 
Hoping to conclude the hear­ 
ings on proposed neutrality leg­ 
islation within a fortnight, act­ 
ing Chairman Bloom (D-NY) 
said the committee would in­ 
vite before it Secretaries Hull, 
Hopk ins, Woodring and Swan­ 
son. 
Bloom said so many varying 
recommendations 
had 
been 
made that the committee was 
eager to have the advice of top 
administration officials. 
Hull will be ask ed to discuss 
diplomatic aspects, Hopk ins to 
discuss the effects on trade, and 
Woodring and Swanson to talk 
about military and naval mat­ 
ters. 
The secretary of state’s testi­ 
mony may provide congress with 
the first information on ex actly 
what views the administration 
holds on neutrality law changes, 
which heretofore have been out­ 
lined only broadly by President 
Roosevelt. 
The President has tak en the 
position that the present law 
should be modified so that the 
United States never would have 
to tak e sides, even passively, with 
aggressor nations. 
(The neutrality act now says 
that when the President finds a 
state of war ex ists, he shall for­ 
bid sale of American munitions 
to the warring nations and shall 
place sale of other products on a 
cash basis. The goods must be 
transported in foreign ships.) 
Both the house committee and 
the senate foreign relations com­ 
mittee have been holding hear­ 
ings on proposed amendments, 
but there has been no outward 
evidence of an agrreement on 
any specific measure. 
Among major questions un­ 
der consideration are:

The Republican minority of 23 
senators heretofore has been 
content to throw its support to 
anti - administration Democrats. 
It has initiated little legislation 
of its own, but the start of de­ 
bate on a new relief program 
brought a party proposal that 
unemployment activities be ad­ 
ministered by the states. 
Senators Taft (R-Ohio), Van- 
denberg (R-Mich) and Barbour 
(R-NJ) 
collaborated 
on 
an 
amendment to the Byrnes bill 
calling for federal work relief 
grants, which would be matched 
in part by the states. 
Senator McNary, the Repub­ 
lican leader, is ex pected to call 
a minority conference early this 
week to solidify party support 
behind the amendment. 
Senate debate on the relief 
bill, drafted by Chairman Byrnes 
(D-SC) of the senate unemploy­ 
ment committee, probably will 
last several days. The measure 
would consolidate under a new 
public work s agency the present 
activities of the WPA, the PWA, 
the NYA, the CCC, the Bureau 
of Public Roads, and the public 
buildings division of the treas­ 
ury. 
Senator Taft said he favored 
consolidation of the ex isting re­ 
lief activiteis, but told reporters 
that the new bureau should 
mak e relief grants to states rath­ 
er than administer unemploy­ 
ment projects. 
Byrnes’ measure follows many 
recommendations made by Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt in the past, but 
the chief ex ecutive has not ex ­ 
pressed his views regarding it. 
Senator Bark ley, the Democratic 
leader, is ex pected to support 
the legislation, but some Demo­ 
crats oppose it. 
The relief measure is one of 
many bills before congress de­ 
signed to ex tend and consolidate 
New Deal activities. The admin­ 
istration itself has requested lit­ 
tle new legislation this session, 
but has recommended steps for 
“polishing” 
various 
programs 
which have been conducted on 
an emergency basis. 
A senate bank ing subcommit­ 
tee will tak e up this week a mea­ 
sure ex tending for two years the 
government’s emergency mone­ 
tary powers.

AP Feature Serv ice Writer 
Alameda, Calif.—O. W. Fisher 
is a fireman who nev er play ed 
baseball himself, but he built the 
national champion team of girl 
softbailers. 
And how those girls carry on! 
“ You nev er saw any men get 
so ex cited in a game,” say s Fish­ 
er. “ Why , they get so ex cited 
ev en sitting on the bench that 
they can’t tell y ou their names. 
They don’t know whether there 
are three people in the stands or 
three thousand. 
“ When they make an error 
they cry . If we lost an import­ 
ant game—but we hav en’t done 
that y et—I think they ’s faint or 
go into hy sterics.” 
People from coast to coast will 
see Fisher’s proteges in action 
this summer, when they make a 
barnstorming tour for charity . 
They will play in New York in 
August, and will defend their 
title at the national champion­ 
ships in Chicago, September 6- 
12. 
Last September, Fisher’s girls 
beat all comers at the tourna­ 
ment, in whith championship 
teams from 34 states competed. 
A crowd of 35,000 at Soldiers’ 
Field saw them humble the Il­ 
linois representativ es 3-0 in the 
finale. 
The title game was an indiv id­ 
ual triumph for Pitcher Bessie 
Johnson, a California farm girl, 
who is with the team again this 
season. She held her opponents 
to no hits and no runs until 
there were two out in the last 
inning. Then someone doubled. 
“ People who think girls’ soft­ 
ball games are loose slugging 
matches are mistaken,” Fisher 
say s. “ The games are tight and 
the pitching and fielding is 
great. 
“ The pitcher’s box is only 35 
feet from the plate, and the 
pitcher can whip that ball up 
there about as fast as a hard 
ball. The most effectiv e ball is 
a ‘raise’—just the opposite from 
a drop. But a pitcher like Bes­ 
sie has curv es, drops and fast 
balls, too, and knows how to 
change her pace.” 
Fisher was taking a rest from 


managing men’s semi-pro teams 
when he saw a girls’ game in 
1935. He was sold at once and 
got Ray Brubaker, then man­ 
aging the Oakland Coast League 
club, to help him coach a team. 
“ When y ou get a girl who 
learned softball in school y ou 
hav e to teach her all ov er again,” 
he say s. “ We coach ’em just like 
men. Speed ik the main thing 
in this game, and they hav e to 
throw from any position.” 
There are ten play ers on a 
softball team. 
Ex tra pitchers 
and utilities bring the squad to 
15. 
Fisher’s girls range from 18 to 
24 y ears of age and about half of 
them are married. Nearly all 
work. The captain, Jessie Leslie, 
trav els 25 miles into town and 
back for ev ery game.

o f the sho w, o ne o f the bandits 
appro ached Miller and display ­ 
ed a g u n. 
“This is a sticku p, Bu d,” the 
g u nman said. “Let’s g o u pstairs.” 
The bandits fo rced Miller to 
lead them to the o ffice where 
they fo u nd and su bdu ed Nathan 
Kau fman, secretary -treasu rer o f 
the theatre, Max Stahl, m an­ 
ag er, and Richard Co ng er, bo o k­ 
keeper and do o rman.

The Ho u se 
has passed and the Senate banking co mmittee 
has appro v ed a bill increasing the to tal o f mo rt­ 
gages the Federal Ho u sing Au tho rity may gu ar­ 
antee fro m $3,000,000,000 to $4,000,000,000. This 
is to giv e ano ther billio n fo r stimu lating new 
co nstru ctio n, mainly ho mes, thro u gh FHA lo ans. 
Also seemingly assu red o f enactment, a seco nd 
plan do u bles the to tal o f lo ans the United 
States Ho u sing Au tho rity may lend to lo cal go v ­ 
ernments, bringing the fu ll su m to $1,600,000,000, 
to 
finance 
go v ernment-co nstru cted 
lo w-rent 
ho u sing pro jects in the cities. 
The lo ans do no t entail immediate direct co sts, 
tho u gh they add to an eno rmo u s debt the Go v ­ 
ernment has gu aranteed, apart fro m its $40,- 
000,000,000 o f direct debt. The USHA pro jects 
carry a natio nal su bsidy , giv en to the cities to 
help them finance their parts. The present ap­ 
pro priatio n fo r this pu rpo se is $28,000,000. A new 
bill by Senato r Wagner fix es the su m fo r nex t 
y eaif at $7 3,000,000. That is a $45,000,000 addi­ 
tio n to the bu dget. 
The New Deal’s pro tectio n o f ho me o wners and 
enco u ragement o f ho me bu ilding receiv e mu ch 
su ppo rt. They were emergency steps nev erthe­ 
less which,no w, seem to hav e added large per­ 
manent federal adju ncts. Su ch federal aid being 
giv en, su bstantial interests are dependent o n 
them. In field after field, sto pping beco mes dif­ 
ficu lt o r impo ssible.

Bu t y ou ng sister Jessica m ar­ 
ried a v olu nteer for loy alist 
Sp ain, and now is selling dresses 
in a Fifth av enu e shop — the 
black sheep ” of the Freemali- 
Mitfords. 
She and her hu sband, Esmond 
Romilly , a nep hew of Winston 
Chu rchill, arriv ed in mid-March 
to continu e the adv entu res that 
started two y ears ago when both 
were 19. After hav ing k nown 
each other only three day s, they 
elop ed to France. Wealthy Lord 
Redesdale—he’s Jessica’s father 
—sent a destroy er to bring her 
back . Bu t she was too mu ch in 
lov e with anti-fascist Esmond. 
So she hasn’t seen her father 
since. 
The two hav e been on their 
own since then. First off, they 
settled down in sou thern France, 
and p roceeded to earn a liv ing 
translating Sp anish broadcasts 
and sending war news to the 
London News-Chronicle. 
“We liv ed in a hotel for two 
dollars 
a 
day ,” 
say s Jessica 
p rou dly . 
“For both of u s, I 


mean. Meals and wine inclu ded.” 
She’s p retty and blu e - ey ed, 
and silent most of the time— 
Esmond talk s so mu ch. She’s 
q u ite casu al abou t the American 
adv entu re. Wants to see all the 
cou ntry ; say s they ’v e ex p lored 
New York p retty thorou ghly al­ 
ready . 
She won’t talk mu ch 
abou t her sisters, bu t she say s 
its q u ite natu ral for her family 
to be p ro-Nazi—“becau se most 
of the u p p er class in England 
is.” 
When she and Esmond land­ 
ed here they had $400. Now they 
are established in a tiny Green­ 
wich Village ap artment, Jessica 
has her job, and Esmond think s 
he may get one any day —“in 
adv ertising or jou rnalism,” he 
say s with a wav e of his hand. 
They say they will go home if 
there is a war. In the meantime, 
America and Americans are so 
wonderfu l—ex cep t the landlord, 
who wou ldn’t lend Esmond fifty 
cents—that they may become 
citizens.

A. secretary , ex p lained the idea 
was to stop the k illing of birds 
and small wild life, which are 
among the most common targets 
of children with weap ons. 
A one-day offer, 
climax ing 
“Kindness 
to Animals Week ” 
brou ght in more children and 
gu ns than the S. P. C. A. cou ld 
handle, Friedrichs said, and re­ 
su lted in a decision to establish 
the ex change as a y early ev ent 
“We want to teach boy s and 
girls to shoot with a camera 
instead of with a gu n,” Fried­ 
rich declared.

life. The more they learn 
of 
wild creatu res, the better they 
will lik e them. 
“The main trou ble is th at we 
hav en’t money to bu y enou gh 
cameras.
